appointed Frank Bell to tbe vacancy. Ha< 
Iliere been no statutory provision (or flllic 
tho vacancy, tba Governor %voald havi 
acted under Section 8 of Article V ot tb 
Constitution, which directs him to malt 
auch appointments, when no mode is pro 
vided ky law, 


Mr. Bell being Lieutenant Governor 


now performs tbe duties of Govorno 
under Section 18 of tbe same article 
which Bays: "Incase of the death," etc. 
"the powers and duties shall devolve upo 
the Lieutenant Governor." Thereto nntb 
ing Bald about drawing tbe aalary of Gov 
ernor, and it la probable that financially 
Mr, Bell la only Lieutenant Govern or, bu 
in all other reapecta he is acting as GOT 
eraor by authority of the Constitution ant 
lawa. If it is a power or doty ol a pnbli 
officer to draw a salary, Mr. Bell will re 
oeive the gubernatorial figure, but it i 
probable that tbe ormrts wonld decide tha 
It ia merely a privilege. . 


Remember the State. 


Tu» Enterptiie has this: 
To those who have made a long study o 


the water queation it is not like an ope 
book. The problem of best and most eco 
nomioal means for using tbo graut Sprin 
floods is one that will always, perhaps, pre 
sent difficulties, and to those who bav 
given no previous thoughts to irrigation I 
may be likened at first to a blind puzzle 
Tho ueparation into districts, adjustmeu 
of water rights and tbe many other dettil 
that go to tbo completion of a system o 
irrigation, cannot be arranged ia n abor 
time.

Hence men, intelligent in matters to whio 
ibey bave given attention, can acquir 
sufficient knowledge to be nsofal, but 
they bave heretofore paid no attention t 
public affairs they cannot easily lear 
enough in silly days to be very oapabl 
legislators upon thw subject, if Ibey ar 
trying to loni'D somethiug else at tbe sam 
time.
